TO THE HON, GEORGE HILLYER, Judge sSu- 
perior Court Fultou County: 

We, the grand jury for the first week of the 
October term superior court, 1880, beg leave to 
call attention to some facts which we think im- 
We are of 
the opinion that the manner of paying claims by 
the state needs some turther legislation in order 
to provect the state against forgeries. We think 
that it wouid be well, and would recommend 
that such legislation be adopted as to require that 
an impriot of the seal of cach county in the state 


| be required to be kept at the state house, and 


that the ordinaries and clerks of the superior 
courts of each county be required to furnish the 
same, with their own signature, in order to proe 
tect the state azainst loeses., 

We have not gone into any examination of such 
county matters as are nsually attended to by the 
grand juries of spring terms. 

The jury recommend that the present term of 
the superior court be adjourned at the discretion 
of the presiding judge, George Hillyer, until such 
time in December as may to him-seem proper to 
convene it, 

It is the opinion of this jury that the small fines 
heretofore imposed for the offence of gamirg, has 
only served asa license to these places, and we 
recommend that the officers of the court impose 
such fines and penaitics as will carry out the in- 
tention of the laws, and if pessible stop this grow- 
ing evi). 

We find that the county roads are in bad condi-

THE CZA4R’S WEDDING, 


Marriage of the Emperor Alexander, 
of Russia, with the Prineess Dol- 
gorouki. 

Sr. Pererssurc, October 19.—Though 
many rumors respecting the czar’s marriage 

\have spread abroad, the following can be 

vouched for. The marriage of the emperor 

Alexander with the princess Dolgorouki 

| was solemnized in the chapel of the impe- 

rial palace. The czar’s family disapproving, 


| the czarowitch went to the hapsal, on the 
| Esthonian coast. The grand dukes Constan- 
tin and Wladimar went abroad in order 
that they might not witness the cere. 
mony. The marriage was very pri- 
vate. The grand duke Nicholas and 
the minister of war were, however, 
present. The newly-married pair are with 
the bride’s family in Livadia. The czar has 
purchased for his consort the palace of the 
Grand Duchess Catharine, paying two mil- 
tion roubles as the price of it, The emperor 
| had been in love with the princess for more 
than twelve years, He first met her at the 
residence of her sister-in law, the Princess 
Dolgorouki-Vulcano, a most honorable 
Neopolitan. Struck with the grace of the 
Princess Catharine, a blonde of charming 
simplicity and great beauty, the emperor 
deciared his love, and the affair soon became 
the talk of St. Petersburg. He established 
her in apartments on the English quay, and 
here he has visitec almost daily for the past 
ten years to seek solace in her society from 
the cares and worries of state affairs. The 
_ princess Dolgorouki has given birth to sev- 
eral children, all of them being authorized 
by imperial ukase to bear the titlesof Count 
and Countess de Gourine, the name of an 
extinct branch of the Romanoffs. 
The princess followed the emperor to the 
banks of the Danube under the name of 
Madame Rilejer during the late war with 
Turkey. Of course the empress knew all 
about it, but the malady and the coldness 
of her natur:. saused her to shut her eyes to 
the real state of the case. But when the 
ezar desired to legitiimatize the princess’ 
children, the empress, the czarowitch and 
the grand dukes declined to accede.
